Rev. Dr. Rowan, 

Dear Sir,—On Monday, the 5th inst. Rev. Mr. Frey, the Agent of 
the “ American Society for Meliorating the Condition of the Jews,” 
preached, in this place, a most interesting and powerful sermon upon 
the subject of his mission—new and interesting facts were stated, rela- 
tive to the present situation of the Jews, a knowledge of which has 
appeared to awaken in Christians a greater and a different interest in 
their cause than has heretofore existed. Indeed “the time to favour 
Zion has come,” and may all who love our Lord Jesus Christ, feel it 
to be their duty, and their privilege, not only to pray for, but to con- 
tribute of their substance to the promotion of His cause in the earth; 
and especially to assist in this glorious enterprise, “ the ingathering of 
the lost sheep of the house of Israel,” to the fold-of the Good Shepherd. 

Being assured (as we think you must be, by the many Providential 
interpositions) of the approbation of Heaven, of the design of your 
Society, we trust you will “ go forward,” remembering that “ except 
the Lord build the house, they labour in vain that build it.” May the 
God of Israel direct and bless you in all your deliberations, and may 
the ingathering of the Jews be, indeed, “as life from the dead to the 
Gentile world.” 

The amount subscribed at the time, was twenty-six dollars and twen- 
ty-five cents annually, which will be remitted in due season.

Extract from a letter dated Pittstown, July 22, 1824. 


~ Dear Sir, L 
Mr. Frey has been with us, and we have heard, with no common 
emotions, of the deplorable condition of the brethren, according to the 
flesh, of “‘Zion’s King,” “the Lord our righteousness,” and we feel 
grateful to the Great Head of the Church, that. he has given us an op- 
portunity of contributing our mite to aid in gathering in the outcasts of 
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Israel, and building up the walls of Jerusalem. ‘The effect produced 
upon the whole congregation, by Mr. Frey’s powerful appeal, was of 
the most overwhelming kind—there was not a heart but felt, and 
that felt deeply, interested in aiding in the glorious work for which your 
Society is formed. 

We have subscribed 126 dollars, which we hope to forward to the 
parent Society, with some addition, before their annual meeting. And 
we hope to receive a quantity of “ Israel’s Advocate,” as many as you 
can spare, for I am well convinced the distribution of them among us 
will advance the interests of the Society—say 30 copies.

The Auxiliary Society of Woodbridge, for Meliorating the Condi- 
tion of the Jews, make their first report to the Parent Institution 
with mingled emotions of joy and encouragement. They bless the 
God of Abraham, that the curse imprecated by his descendants upon 
themselves and their children, is beginning to be removed—that a 
dispositipn to search the New-Testament is manifested by many— 
that a goodly number are in a course of instruction calculated to re- 
move their prejudices, and to bring them to the knowledge of the truth ; 
and some are already rejoicing in that Saviour whom their fathers cru- 
cified. While the Christian world is beginning to awaken to the im- 
portance of this subject—while the streams of benevolence are flow- 
ing into the treasury of the Lord from every quarter, we feel it a 
precious privilege to add our mite, designing to consecrate it with 
our prayers and tears. Our Society has been organized six months, 
and consists of about fifty members. We held our first annual meet- 
ing on the 15th of the present month. The assembly was very large, 
and all appeared deeply interested. Agreeably to previous appoint- 
ment, an address was delivered by the Secretary, a copy of which 
the Board take the liberty of transmitting to the Parent Institution. 
The money serit by the Treasurer will show that more than the whole 
amount of the last six months has been collected.

ADDRESS 
Delivered at the Annual Meeting of the Woodbridge Society Auz- 
iliary to the A. S. for Meliorating the Condition of the Jews, by 
James STRYKER. 
The age in which we live teems with great events. Every year is 


marked by quick and wondrous changes. It is an era of wonders. 
Political revolutions have succeeded each other with the rapidity of 
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a drama; and kings and emperors have shifted places, like the 
puppets of a show. But He who holds the sceptre of universal do- 
minion is unalterably the same : and whilst these successive and mighty 
events have bewildered human sagacity, He, in infinite wisdom, and 
with an outstretched arm, has controlled and directed them all for the 
glory of his church. Earthly thrones may totter, and earthly gran- 
deur may decay, but the power and glory of God shall endure for ever. 
Yes, the stone which was cut out of the mountain without hands is fill- 
ing the whole earth. “ The Lord hath made bare his holy arm in 
the eyes of all nations, and all the ends of the earth shall see his sal- 
vation.” The everlasting gospel is spreading with rapidity through 
every quarter of the globe. Africa, escaping from the curse, welcomes 
the joyful message that “ proclaims liberty to the captive, and the 
opening of the prison to them that are bound.” The distant isles 
have heard the glad sound, and with the fragrance of their native 
spices is mingled the incense of pure devotion. India is casting her 
idols “to the moles and to the bats.” A ray of holy effulgence 
beams upon that land. Juggernaut’s awful car is rarely stained with 
the blood of victims, and the funeral pyre, that shocking effect of 
pagan delusion, is seldom reared. 

The red men of our forests are relinquishing the savage rites of 
their ancestors for the religion of the cross: and the same eyes which 
have been inflamed by the passions of hell, now shed tears of repen- 
tance, or weep over the Saviour’s sufferings ; and those same hands 
which have oftentimes bathed the destroying tomahawk in the blood of 
enemies, are now raised for mercy to the Lamb of God, or lead 
their little ones to be taught by the messengers of peace. Even 
Greenland, whitened by eternal snows, and girded by a wail of ice; 
at one extremity of the globe—a region tempestuous, dark, and for- 
bidding, has been cheered by the sun of righteousness, and by the bright 
hope of a world where no clouds shall lower, and no sun shall set. 

Truly this light penetrates every gloom—this eternal truth pur- 
sues a steady march. With the Bible in his hand, and reckless 
of life, so that he may win souls to Christ, the faithful and devo- 
ted missionary traverses seas and wilds, fearless alike of raging ele- 
ments, of savage man, of the changes of climate, or the ravages of 
disease; and unshaken, unappalled, because the spirit of the Lord is 
with him, and his reward is not of this world,—He proclaims the gos- 
pel of peace, and everywhere brings glad tidings to his fellow-gentile. 

To bring the subject to the occasion on which we have met to- 
gether this evening, we have reason to rejoice, my friends, that this 
grand effort for evangelizing the world is receiving a powerful impulse 
from the deep interest observable among Christians for the hitherto 
neglected and despised Jews. We have abundant cause of thank- 
fulness and joy that we live in an age when, amidst this profuse 
distribution of Christian blessings, the cry of suffering Israel is heard ; 
when the people from whom we received our Saviour and our Bi- 
ble, and but lately spurned and oppressed—deprived of even the com- 
mon privileges of humanity, are invited to a participation of the Gos- 
pel Feast. Yes! blessed be God, the true spirit of the religion of 
Christ begins to animate the church. The wandering and misguided 
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Jew hears the voice of commiseration, and sees the followers of that 
Jesus, who wept over the fate of Jerusalem, weeping for the deso- 
lation of Zion, and combining their energies and mingling theis 
prayers to restore her pristine splendour. The sun of righteousness 
is rising with healing in his wings, and Jew, as well as Gentile, is 
experiencing his benign and health-giving power. 

The religion of Jesus, “ pure and undefiled,” stripped of monkish 
absurdities, and bigotted resentments, is a religion of love and univer- 
sal benevolence. Its distinguishing characteristic is good-will to all. 
It enlarges the soul, and makes its disciple a benefactor, not an op- 
pressor of the human species. Hence we observe Societies formed 
and forming in Europe, as well as in America, to meliorate the con- 
dition of the hitherto abused and afflicted descendants of Israel. But it 
was reserved for this land of piety, of liberty, and religious tolera- 
tion, to offer them an asylum—here, where the oppressed and wan- 
dering ever find a home and a refuge. Yes, my friends, this is 
emphatically a land of refuge. Here no tyrant wields a sceptre—here 
no king is owned but the King of kings and Lord of lords. Here 
bigotry and superstition vanish before the spirit of true religion— 
here all who profess the same faith, may embrace each other in 
the fellowship of their common Redeemer. Here Missionaries are 
prepared, and go into all the world to preach the gospel to every 
creature—here the Jew is treated as aman and a friend, and the Chris- 
tian Hebrew is here hailed as a brother, and in the arms of a brother’s 
affection here finds a retreat and a home. Oh, here, indeed, beams a 
light which seems to betoken Millennial lustre! But ere that bright 
and glorious day dawn upon the world, the Jew must throw aside 
the weapons of rebellion, must be gathered in with the fulness of 
the Gentiles, and assist in the mighty work of evangelizing the world. 

And does not every thing around us denote this grand era to be 
approaching? Much commotion is manifested amongst the Jews 
throughout the world. ‘They seem to anticipate some great and por- 
tentous event affecting the destiny of their nation. Many of them 
are abandoning the prejudices of their fathers, the endearments of 
parental home ; nay, more, enduring the execrations of their kindred 
and nation, for the sake of that Jesus whom their ancestors crucified. 
Methinks the conversion of a single Jew to the Christian faith, should be 
enough to arouse us to action; but already many of this peeled and 
scattered race have embraced the religion of the cross, and become, 
we trust, trophies of redeeming love. We have them amongst us 
adorning their profession, and proving their sincerity by the most 
exemplary and godly lives. Yes! the finger of God is conspicuous— 
it points to the sons of Abraham—his voice is heard, “ Comfort ye, 
comfort ye my people.” 

We have felt that we could not be idle, nor withhold our aid 
whilst these signs and wonders are manifest around us. The ap- 
peal now made to us is solemn and affecting! Shall the love of a Saviour 
warm our hearts ; shall our hopes of heaven rest on Him! Shall the 
comforts of his religion cheer us in hours of despondency, and ani- 
mate us through every scene? Shall the debased and idolatrous Hin- 
doo, the relentless and blood-thirsty Zealander—the idolater, the 
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murderer, and the cannibal, be invited to partake of a Saviour’s grace, 
and no effort be made for suffering Israel, when that very Saviour, ac- 
cording to the flesh, was an Israelite ! 

What excuse for the neglect could we offer to our consciences ? 
Does any one say—“ did they not refuse the Saviour, and treat his 
offers with contempt and abuse ? Did they not crucify the Lord of 
glory ? Was not Calvary witness to their bloody malice? Did they 
not cry let his blood be upon us and our children? Have they not even 
since vilified him as an impostor, and by their constant rebellions 
and rejection of the Saviour, drawn upon them the vengeance of the 
most High ?” True—but similar charges may be retorted upon us. 
How many in a Christian land do virtually refuse the Saviour and his 
offers of mercy, and will not that Christ should reign over them ? How 
many crucify him afresh by their sins ? 

Shall a Gentile, then, dare to condemn a Jew ?>—“ Wherein thou 
judgest him thou condemnest thyself.” Let us leave punishment to be 
inflicted by him who hath said, “I will repay.” It is the holy office 
of the Religion we profess to love mercy and to do good to all. Does 
a Jew revile my Saviour as an impostor, and would he, if he could, 
sweep from me my dearest hope? Revile not again, says Jesus. Let 
his Spirit be upon me. Let me say to the unbelieving and prejudiced 
Hebrew, ‘ See the proofs against you—here, in your own Scriptures, 
which testify of him. In my heart, too, there is the strongest proof. 
Could you but read it—Oh! come with me—go to my Jesus—he is 
willing to receive you. *Tis true your fathers crucified him, cruelly 
crucified him, and shed his precious and sacred blood. But come, 
repent of your sins, confess him the Messiah. ‘There is room in his 
love—he will wash the stains of blood from your hands, and the once 
despised and rejected Jesus of Nazareth shall be formed in you the 
hope of glory.’ 

But are there still any who say, “ They have the Scriptures—they 
know of Christ—why all this trouble about the Jews—we have enough 
to do to take care of ourselves.” Such language, my friends, is not 
dictated by the religion of Jesus Christ. Have we been so dealt with? 
Are we so treated even now? But the great body have not heard of 
the Saviour as he really is. They are educated from their youth te 
abhor the very name of Jesus of Nazareth. His character is repre- 
sented to them in the most odious light. And does any of them aban- 
don his faith to embrace Christianity, the curse of his people and 
family pursues him ; he loses his caste, he is detested by Jews for apos- 
tacy, and suspected by Christians of hypocrisy—he becomes an iso- 
lated being, an outcast of the world—in some instances without the 
means of a livelihood, and in all, wretched and almost heart-broken, 
until he reaches the asylum which Christian humanity has provided for 
his reception. Yes! Our sympathies are due to their spiritual as well 
as temporal welfare. Shall this deluded people be trained up to reject 
the Saviour, and their immortal souls endangered, and shall we who 
profess him, upon whom is his command to do good to all, to carry the 
Gospel everywhere, shall we say, “ we have enough to do already ?” 
Where is the man who would stand by and see his fellow ready to fall 
from a precipice to certain death, and not lend a hand to his rescne ® 
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And shall we indulge in apathy and indifference where millions of hu- 
man beings are in danger of falling to a depth where hope never comes? 
But who are those beings? Are they a people but lately heard of? 
Have they no more than common claims to our notice? It is answered: 
They are the immediate descendants of the illustrious Abraham, in 
whom all the nations of the earth were blessed: they are the country- 
men of that Moses who, on flaming Sinai, received those laws which 
none but infinite Wisdom could indite, and which are the rule of every 
Christian’s life ; the countrymen of Joshua too, who, in the name of 
the God of Heaven, stayed the planets in their orbs; of David, the 
Heaven-inspired poet, whose pious strains shall live coequal with time, 
a rich legacy of vocal praise and sweet melody to all the people of 
God; they are the countrymen of Isaiah, of Jeremiah, of Daniel and 
others, those wonderful prophets who, inspired of God, pierced through 
the veil of futurity and proclaimed the destinies of ages then unborn ; 
they are the people with whom were the oracles of God, and the true 
worship, when all mankind were bowing down to stocks and stones, 
sunk in barbarism and deplorable wickedness ; but above all, they are 
the immediate kindred of the Messiah himself, of our Redeemer, who 
was of the seed of Abraham and David, and is now God over all, 
blessed for ever ;—whose disciples, too, were of the same nation, and 
after his death, wrote, by Divine inspiration, the New Testament of 
God’s grace and love, and reconciliation to sinful man, and who, accor- 
ding to kis last command, in defiance of poverty, privations, dangers, 
sufferings the most exquisite, and deaths the most agonizing, carried 
the news of salvation to Gentiles, whose descendants we are. 

Shall I add any more? Must a stronger appeal be made to a Chris- 
tian assembly, in a Christian country? In this country too, so richly 
watered by streams of mercy issuing from a Hebrew fountain? It is 
true, other inducements might be added, and amongst them one very 
powerful, drawn from the Scripture, that “ if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what shall the receiving of them be 
but life from the dead.” But enough has been urged at this time. We 
cannot but anticipate, from the magnanimous efforts now making by the 
parent Society to which we are attached, and by Christians generally, 
that the period must soon arrive when dl dene amongst us will vie 
who shall do most for Gop’s ancient people ; when the sons and daugh- 
ters of this happy land shall be united in heart with thousands of He- 
brews, converted to the faith and rejoicing in the hope of Jesus. For 
“all Israel shall be saved.” The Lord hath spoken it. Though a 
mother forget her darling child, he will not forget them. “ They are 
graven on the palms of his hands.” The voice shall again be heard, 
“Sing, O ye Heavens, for the Lord hath done it. Shout ye lower parts 
of the earth ; break forth into singing, ye mountains, O forest, and every 
tree therein, for the Lord hath redeemed Jacob and glorified himself 
in Israel.” And then the glittering and splendid light of millennial glory 
shall burst upon an astonished world, and Jesus of Nazareth, as the 
common Lord of all, shall receive the united homage of Jew and 
Gentile.

Liberty County, Geo. April, 1824. 
Rev. Sir, 

The Liberty County Society, auxiliary to A. S. M. C. J., held its 
first annual meeting on the 12th inst. As the Treasurer was unavoida- 
bly absent, no regular report was made respecting the funds. Bya 
slight examination of his book, however, it is presumed, that as many 
as 125 dollars will speedily be remitted to the parent Society. 

The following is the Secretary’s 

REPORT : 

The Directors of the Liberty County Society, auxiliary to A. S. M. 
C. J., in presenting their first annual report, would formally acknow- 
ledge the influence of the Holy Spirit, which they believe led to the 
establishment of this Society. From that Divine Agent all good 
desires and actions proceed. But when men are aroused from a state 
of apathy in reference to a good object, when objections and prejudices 
are removed, and when indifference yields to a generous warmth, it is 
not wrong to speak of a special operation of God, in whose hands are 
the hearts of all men. 

About a year since Rev. Mr. Frey visited this county for the sake 
of preaching in behalf of the Jews, and of making collections for the 
American Society. Previously to his visit, there was doubtless a vague 
wish that Jews might be converted to the faith of Christianity, and 
there was a willingness to contribute a mite for this object; there was 
not, however, a special interest in this cause, nor a desire for syste- 
matic exertion. But the conversation and preaching of Mr. Frey, by 
increasing our information respecting the Jews, and the design of the 
American Society, removed our objections, and notwithstanding the 
pressure of the times, not only called forth a liberal contribution at the 
doors of our meeting-houses, but also a wish for persevering eflorts. 
In as short a time as possible after he left us, the meeting was attended, 
which issued in the formation of our Society. 

It was made a duty of the Managers to solicit subscriptions. A 
very general readiness to subscribe was manifested ; so that in a short 
time our.list of members exceeded a hundred. Of these, one engaged 
to pay twenty dollars, and five to pay five dollars per year. 

It is our painful duty to mention that five individuals, whose names 
appear on our list, have, during the past year, been removed into the 
eternal state. 

The Board have regretted that the monthly publication of the parent 
Society has not been regularly received. The interest which had 
been excited in behalf of the Jews, they knew could not be maintained 
without an increasing knowledge of their state, and of the exertions 
made for their benefit. The Board even felt a disposition to complain, 
as several numbers of the publication had not been received by the 
Secretary. But a recent letter from the Editor at New-York, has 
removed all cause of complaint; the numbers, to which we allude, 
were regularly forwarded, although to a wrong address, and thus the — 
Society failed to receive its quota. An additional quantity of copies, 
however, has been furnished ; so that some copies of each number have 
arrived, and it is believed, that in future, this interesting work will be 
regularly received. And here the Board most earnestly recommend 
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to the subscribers, the stated perusal of this publication. It abounds 
with information—it communicates authentic and early intelligence 
yespecting the operations of the parent Society—it makes its readers 
acquainted also with the operations of Auxiliary Societies in our own 
jJand, and of similar Societies and of benevolent individuals devoted 
to this same work of charity, in foreign countries. In short, we believe 
no one reads it regularly without experiencing an increasing interest in 
the object to which it is devoted. 

It is with pleasure we are able to say, that the Board of Directors 
of the parent Society have at length concluded upon a plan for future 
operations. ‘They have proceeded with that wisdom and caution 
which a new undertaking, unaided by experience, obviously requires. 
Their first design of purchasing 15, or 20,000 acres of land as the 
scite of an extensive colony, has been abandoned. They have con- 
eluded to purchase between 4 and 6,000 acres for the intended settle- 
ment; and as preparatory to this plan, they have procured a place for 
the temporary accommodation of Jewish emigrants. This latter men- 
tioned place is at the distance of three miles from the city of New- 
York, and has upon it a large mansion with many conveniences. Al- 
though the larger settlement is not yet commenced, a place of reception 
is now provided for such Jews as may come to this country for the 
enjoyment of Christian privileges; at which place accommodations 
will be provided for them as one family, and whence, at their option, 
they maf locate on the agricultural establishment, or engage elsewhere, 
in any employment, under the auspices of the Board. 

In closing the labours of the year, the Board would devoutly 
acknowledge the goodness of God, which has permitted them to be in 
any degree co-workers with him in so benevolent a cause. They feel 
themselves honoured (and they trust every member of the Society par- 
ticipates in the sentiment) in having been in any measure employed for 
the benefit of the “ Israelites ; to whom pertaineth the adoption and 
the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of the law, and the service 
of God, and the promises; whose are the fathers, and of whom as 
eoncerning the flesh, Christ came, who is over all, God blessed for- 
ever.” 

They would also affectionately invite the members to continue their 
subscriptions and their prayers. For in this labour of love, success is 
certain ; the faithtul word of promise speaks too plainly respecting the 
conversion of the Jews, to be misunderstood. Success in this work of 
charity will also promote, to the highest degree, the all-commanding 
object of evangelizing the world ; “for if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, whet shall the receiving of them be 
but life from the dead r” Our obligations to the Jews ought never to 
be forgotten. The worst passions of the human heart have long been 
exercised towards them; nations and individuals have acted as if they 
had a license to despise and to oppress the children of Abraham ; and 
yet our Holy Scriptures were written with Jewish pens, and the Re- 
deemer of our souls deseended from a Jewish family. Not only, then, 
ought we to requite the favours which we have received through them ; 
we ought also to conduet in such a manner as will induce them to draw 
the veil of oblivion over offences committed by men bearing the Chris- 
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tian name. There are also peculiar indications, that the period «f 
their recovery is not far remote. Their prejudices against the Gospel 
are wearing away; the New Testament is obtaining a general circu- 
lation among them: many Jewish children are receiving education 
among Christians ; many Jews have of late become sincere followers 
of Jesus, and a conviction is often expressed that it is vain to look for 
another Messiah. One fact has recently come to our knowledge which 
we cannot fail to regard as singularly auspicious: an article in a Lon- 
don paper, dated Warsaw, Poland, Dec. 26, mentions that the Jewish 
Rabbis and Elders have met in a general assembly at Platskow, and 
have decided that the celebration of the Sabbath shall be changed to 
Sunday. 

Just at this time, when there is so perceptible a movement among 
that people, and when the converts and inquirers need more Christian 
privileges than they can enjoy in Europe, the friends of Christ in Ame- 
rica are excited to afford relief. The plan, too, upon which operations 
are now commenced, imposes but a small expense upon each subscriber. 
Other charities are permanent; year after year do they call for aid: 
but this object, if supported for four or five vears, will, in all human 
probability, not only maintain itself, but will also contribute essential 
aid to other exertions of benevolence. 

But we trust an effective ardour already exists in reference to this 
Society ; and we hope it will appear that this object excites our pray- 
ers and contributions for other reasons than because it is a novel under- 
taking. Let us feel it is an undertaking in which the cause of Him 
that died for us is concerned; then shall we “ be steadfast, unmovea- 
ble, always abounding in the work of the Lord.”

London Society for Promoting the Conversion of the Jews. 


The Sixteenth Anniversary of this Society was held at the Freema- 
sons’ Hall, on Friday, May 7, at twelve o’clock, when the Chair was 
occupied by the President, Sir Thomas Baring, Bart. The Hall was 
entirely filled, and the assembly highly respectable. 

The Report of the Society was, as usual, read by the Secretary, C. 
S. Hawtrey, and stated, that the cause of the Society received from 
various parts assurances of increasing interest on its behalf; that seve- 
ral new Associations had been formed during the last year; that the 
income amounted to 12,426/. being 1502/. beyond that of the former 
year; that rive Jews have been baptized during the last year in this 
kingdom ; and five children admitted into the schools, in which there 
are now seventy-nine boys and girls; that 9559 Bibles, Testaments, or 
Prophets, in Hebrew, German, Polish, &c. have been distributed, and 
136,600 tracts ; that the seminary contains seven students; that four 
missionaries have gone forth during the last year; and that there are 
now eighteen Christian labourers employed in the service of the Society. 

The exertions of the Society’s agents abroad have been owned in the 
baptism of eight adults and seven children. A considerable degree of 
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attention to Christianity has been excited in various places, and many 
appear to be only restrained from confessing Christ as their Lord and 
Master, in the ordinance of baptism, by the difficulties of obtaining 
temporal support in case of forsaking the traditions of their fathers. 
This is, indeed, a great difficulty, and requires firm faith on the part of 
the new convert. But we cannot approve of the ideas which some 
entertain, that any are justified in deferring their confession of Christ 
on these grounds. It is the duty of all who are convinced that Jesus 
Christ is the Messiah, to confess him as such, whatever consequences 
may ensue; and we must protest against all those pleas by which it is 
attempted to justify the delaying of such a profession. We state this 
the more strongly, because there seems a feeling in some quarters that 
such a temporizing spirit is allowable, or even commendable. The 
early converts, who took joyfully the spoiling of their goods, appear 
to have been of a different opinion. 

The following account of a convert will be read with interest : 

“ He left Poland early in life, and had for many years travelled as a 
merchant in various countries. His attention having been called to the 
subject of Christianity, he resolved to examine the Scriptures for him- 
self, and spent the whole time of his last voyage from Jamaica to 
England, in comparing the Old and New Testament together, with an 
earnest desire to be led into the truth. The result was what will ever 
be the case with the sincere inquirer, that he was convinced that Jesus of 
Nazareth was the Messiah of whom Moses and the Prophets did write, 
and in Him he found a Saviour exactly suited to the necessities of his 
awakened soul. After his arrival in England, he spent two months 
more in the diligent study of the Scriptures, when he became earnestly 
desirous of making a public profession of his faith. 

“ After considerable delays and difficulties, arising from his being a 
stranger in this country, he obtained an introduction to the Chaplain 
of the Episcopal Jews’ Chapel; a satisfactory testimony to his former 
character was obtained, and it appearing, after much examination, that 
there were sufficient grounds to hope he was now, through the grace 
of God, a sincere believer in all the fundamental doctrines of the Gos- 
pel, and truly desirous of devoting himself to the service of his Saviour, 
the ordinance of baptism was administered to him. About a hundred 
Jews were present on this interesting occasion.” 





Extracts from the Speeches delivered at the Sixteenth Anniversary of 
the London Society for Promoting Christianity amongst the Jews. 


Sir Thomas Baring, Bart. M. P., President of the Society, on 
taking the Chair, spoke to the following effect :— 

“It is my duty, on this interesting occasion, to state shortly and 
simply the object of our assembling together. In the perfect convic- 
tion that I address a large number of those who are not merely nomi- 
nal Christians, but who ‘know the joyful sound of the Gospel,’ and 
look for salvation only through the atonement and righteousness of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ ; and whose hearts are influenced by the 
Holy Spirit, 1 have no hesitation in saying that oug cause is one which 
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is calculated to excite their warmest feelings of Christian love—to stir 
up the best affections of their souls, and draw from them a generous 
and liberal support. If we feel it a duty and a privilege to engage in 
any common cause, whose object is the eternal salvation of our fellow- 
creatures, (which none that can raise a thought from earth to heaven 
will deny,) surely we must approach, with still livelier emotions, ‘ the 
ancient people of God,’ who might almost claim our undivided and 
single attention, w hether we look to their numbers, their influence, or 
their wants and misery. Even with our imperfect knowledge, we can- 
not disbelieve that above six millions of this race are scattered amongst 
the nations of the earth; and we might say, with the prophet, ‘ Who 
can count the dust of Jacob, or the number of the fourth part of Israel ?’ 
Here, then, is enough to engage a large portion of our attention; and if 
we believe the oracles of God, we must acknowledge that their national 
conversion will be fraught with incalculable blessings to the world. 
Looking to their spiritual misery, we cannot pass by the fallacious na- 
ture of their hopes—their vain superstitions—their open: rejection of 
the ‘only name under heaven whereby we must be saved.’ Is not the 
Jew as far from God as the idolatrous Hindoo, or the stupified African, 
who worship the God of their own invention, and not the God of 
Nature—the God of the Bible ! How largely is our gratitude taxed by 
the benefits which we owe to this people! Every blessing essential to us 
in time or eternity, we owe to them. ‘They preserved for us the ‘ lively 
oracles of God.’ No Gentile dare add one word to that record of 
inspiration of which they were penmen. Retributive justice pleads 
for them—ages of scorn, derision, and persecution have rolled over 
their heads, and we have helped on their afflictions. Let us at length 
come forward to bless and do them good; and if it be asked, ‘ By 
what means?’ or if it be said that ‘ Miracles only can effect their sal- 
vation,’ I reply to each, that scriptural means, such as this Society uses, 
will, in a degree, be accompanied by miracles ; not indeed the natural 
miracles of sight to the blind and life to the dead, but equally super- 
natural effects on the spiritual parts of man. The conversion of a 
sinner to God is, in all its course, a work beyond human power ; and 
we see, even already, instances of ‘the blind receiving sight, the lame 
walking, the lepers cleansed, and the dead raised,’ by the power of that 
Spirit which goes forth with the word and means of grace. ‘Through 
those means it is that God generally manifests himself to man, and 
converted man becomes the agent and instrument, in His hands, to 
convert his fellow-sinner, by preaching and distributing the word, and 
training the youthful mind in the way it should go. Thus does this 
Society educate the Jewish children, preach to the Jews in the various 
missionary stations, and scatter, in the language of their forefathers, in 
Hebrew, German-Hebrew, Judeo-Polish, and other dialects, the Sacred 
Scriptures ; and the spirit of these missionaries may be judged of, by 
an occurrence in the life of that eminent and singular man Mr. Joseph 
Wolf, who, when a Jewish rabbi was angry at his statements, calmly 
replied, ‘My dear brother, God is not in the whirlwind, or in the fire, 
but in the still small voice. You are not now in a fit state of mind to 
converse further ; I will only say, Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is 
one Lord, and Jesus of Nazareth is the only Son of God, born of the 
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seed of David after the flesh, and declared to be the Son of God with 
power. Believe, and be saved ; you shall then have peace and joy. I 
will go home and pray for you.” In such aspirit shall we convince the 
Jews, and prove ourselves the true disciples of Christ. I shall now 
direct your attention to the Report; it must be abridged in the read- 
ing, but you will have it printed, and even then, though voluminous, it 
will form but an epitome of the operations and blessings of the Society. 
I would earnestly recommend to you a monthly publication called ‘ The 
Jewish Expositor ;’ its cost is trifling, (but sixpence per month,) and I 
venture to say, that the poorest contributor will find himself repaid by 
its perusal. 

“Feeling my incapacity to address you as I could wish, and know- 
ing that the next to a good speech is a short one, | shall conclude with 
regretting, that we miss from our assembly this day, two of our most 
valued and zealous friends ; one is the Rev. Lewis Way, who is now 
at Paris, where he has established a Society for the welfare of the Jews, 
in that modern Babylon. Another friend we look for in common with 
every Society, and while we deplore the cause of his absence, (who is 
never wanted to any work of benevolence, and whose venerated name— 
the name of Wilberforce—I know you have anticipated,) it is with 
pleasure I state to you, that he is so far recovered, as to relieve his 
friends from anxiety, and give them the hope of a speedy answer to 
the many fervent prayers put up from every heart. We may hope, in 
a degree, that ‘the prayer of faith hath saved the sick,’ and that he 
who is the object of our love will be once more restored, to cheer and 
bless us by his presence and his delightful instruction.” 

The Right Hon. Lord Bexley.—“ I was greatly apprehensive that 
my official employment in public business would have deprived me 
of the pleasure of attending here this day. My engagements compel 
me to be brief in addressing you; but I must say it was impossible to 
listen to that Report without feeling the deepest and liveliest interest 
in the cause of the Society. I observe in it the most abundant encou- 
ragement to perseverance, from the general progress of the cause. It 
is not my province to inquire, whether or not, by the agency of this 
Society, it may please Almighty God to complete the restoration and 
recovery of his ancient people, but I feel convinced, that by labouring 
disinterestedly and assiduously to promote their spiritual welfare, we 
are in this, even more than in any other department of Christian cha- 
rity, bringing down a blessing upon ourselves. 

*‘ It seems to me, that there are indications not to be mistaken, in the 
aspect of these times, that the period spoken of in Scripture cannot be 
far distant, when that extraordinary nation shall ‘return and seek the 
Lord their God, and David their King; and fear the Lord and his 
goodness in the latter days.’ I behold your Society enlarging its basis, 
and diffusing wider its benefits; and I discern amongst the Jews 
symptoms of awakened feeling, and especially on the continent of Eu- 
rope, that give me hopes they shall not long continue as a nation ‘ dead 
to God, and to his Son, their true and only Messiah.’ I was particu- 
larly struck by the reception which your missionary, Wolf, has met in 
Palestine ; nor can I avoid expressing my surprise and pleasure at the 
singular fact, that the first missionaries to the Holy Land should be

sent thither by the American board of missions ; and that ministers of 
every church should have met on that sacred soil, and within the very 
walls of Jerusalem, uniting in this common cause of Christ’s people. 
I congratulate my venerable friend near me, ( Bishop Chase, from Ohio, 
North America) at this reciprocity of blessings ; that the Occidental 
Sun of truth is now diffusing his beams over those regions of the East, 
from whence, centuries since, the first rays of divine light shone forth, 
whilst we were lying in the ‘ darkness of the shadow of death.’ That 
love of the land of their forefathers, which is a peculiar feature of the 
Jewish character, will, I think, give weight and efficacy to a mission in 
the very centre of their affections ; nor can I conceive any human plan 
more likely to conciliate their prejudices. T'o this, and to the establish- 
ment of a mission college on Mount Lebanon, I look forward as the 
source of permanent blessing to the Christian, as well as to the Jewish 
world. 

“] regret that I must so abruptly conclude ; consoled however with 
the thought, that I leave the cause to abler, though perhaps not sincerer 
advocates, and propose to you a resolution, which expresses, I am sure, 
the sentiment of every heart in this assembly.” 

Hon. and Right Rev. Lord Bishop of Litchfield and Coventry.— 
“Tn the commencement of any great and important undertaking, I 
have observed, that the universal removal of obstacles is of more con- 
sequence than individual instances of complete success. ‘This seems 
exemplified remarkably in the cause now before us; and the Report 
has noticed this clearing away of hindrances as far beyond the expecta- 
tion of our most sanguine friends. Many and various are the obstacles 
to our progress ; we have to war with the aversion of the human heart 
to the truth of the Gospel ; with the indifference, the ignorance, and the 
vices of the Jewish people. These we have assailed with the weapons 
of God’s appointment ; we have combated ignorance by the know- 
ledge which the holy Scriptures sets before Jew and Gentile ; and we 
have clothed the doctrines and precepts of that blessed volume in the 
attractive garb of the dialect and language to which the Jews, beyond 
all others, are nationally attached. It is through this we expect that 
the vail will be removed from their hearts, and that the dawn of hea- 
venly light wiil illuminate, not merely as now, the mountain tops, but 
the deepest valleys and recesses of their national ignorance. This 
word they have received with eagerness and with gratitude; they 
peruse it; they meditate on its precious contents ; and we already be- 
hold the barrier giving way which had confined the energies of their 
understanding, and kept them in the thick gloom of superstition. 

“They have been a nation marked out for ages hitherto, by their 
indifference to all religion. Apathy and infidelity were almost pro- 
verbially their characteristics. Mammon, alas! was their idol, and the 
god whom they worshipped. But now, mark the delightful change ! 
observe them in crowds pressing upon our missionaries ; crying out for 
our holy books ; in every country where they dwell, as if with one 
consent, rushing to the fountains of living waters, and drinking deep 
from the streams of heavenly wisdom. Surely the ‘ dry bones’ in the 
Valley of Vision have begun to move—surely there is stretched forth 
over the stagnation of their moral and intellectual nature, the vital and 
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purifying arm of Jehovah: they feel that they are in error, and that 
their error is fatal; and they seek to their God, that they may be en- 
lightened and saved. 

“ Prejudice, too, and especially amongst their higher classes, was 
heretofore a formidable obstacle. The Gospel was not only hated, but 
despised—the spirit which influenced their ‘forefathers to crucify the 
‘Lord of glory,’ still prevailed—the very name of the blessed Re- 
deemer was repeated with scorn, and blasphemed. Contrast the happy 
aspect of that people now. We hear testimonies from every quarter 
of the abatement of that dislike—the almost total removal of that hos- 


tility to Christian truth. The reception of Mr. Wolf by the Jewish 


rabbies at Cairo, and at Jerusalem particularly, is a most delightful evi- 
dence that the spirit of love is displacing the evil spirit; and that the 
preachers of the Lamb may go unhurt amongst those once ravening 
wolves. In this altered feeling, I call on you to trace the hand of our 
God, and to render Him the thanks, to whom alone thanks are due. 

“If ignorance, and apathy, and prejudice, be thus subsiding, if we 
see the symptoms and prognostics of their total dissolution and decay, 
have we not great cause of thanks to that Holy Spirit whose influence 
is thus exerted. It is our time of seed, and even already the ripening 
fruit invites us, and the rich harvest seems waving in its golden beauty. 
There is every where a general subjection of the soil to the plough— 
the fallow ground is broken up—and earnest is graciously afforded of 
the plenteous ingathering, by Him who hath already giv en ‘ the former, 
and will not withhold ‘the latter rain.’ Assuredly ‘ we shail reap if 
we faint not ;? andoh! whata harvest! read the prophetic announce- 
ment of the glories of ‘the latter days,’ which shall, to their fullest 
extent be accomplished : read too, the 11th chap. of the Romans, which, 
I might almost say, is addressed to this Society. Are we not there 
told, that ‘ if the fall of the Jews was the riches of the Gentiles, what 
shall their recovery be but life from the dead.’ 

“7 am pleased to see so many here present of that sex of whom 
such honourable mention is made in holy writ: we read there of many 
pious women who ministered to the Saviour and to his apostles. —who 
were the last to quit the scene of his sufferings on the cross, and the 
first to witness the glories of his resurrection. How can you, my 
Christian sisters, better follow their example than by ministering to 
these children, whom the Saviour commits to your care—how can the 
soul that is awakened to a just sense of the vanity of earthly pomp, 
and wishes to employ the superfluities of wealth in good, find a more 
excellent channel for its distribution than this—how can you better 
train your own youthful families to love the Lord Jesus Christ, than 
by bringing them to love these children, and the Society which has 
them under its fostering care! The poorest and the humblest may 
unite in a work like this; for none is excluded from the privileges of 


sharing in that testimony of the Saviour, ‘She hath done what she 


could’.
